Suits Against the Great Packing 
Firms Announced at

Packers, Tanners, Manufacturers 
and Retailers Are Blamed 
for High Prices 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. — Anti- 
trust sults against the great meat 
packing firms were announced today 
by Attorney-General Palmer as the 
first concrete development of the gov- 
ernment’s campaign to reduce the 
high cost of living. 

Armour, Swift, Morris, Wilson and 
Cudahy, who have been pictured itn 
the investigations of the federal trade 
commission and before congressional 
committees as a great commission in 
control of food products, are to be 
hauled again before the federal courts 
by special prosecutors. 

The evidence in hand, Attorney- 
General Palmer declared, indicated “a 
clear violation of the anti-trust laws.” 

While he was announcing prosecu- 
tions of the packers, Attorney-General 
Palmer was unleashing his special 
agents on a country-wide trail of pro- 
fiteering and food hoarding. These 
prosecutions come under the food con- 
trol law. 

All United States attorneys were In- 
structed to ferret out food hoarders, 
and libel them under federal law. 

Another major development of the 
day was the making public of the 
federal trade commission‘s report on 
the shoe industry investigation. This 
report charges that the high price of 
shoes {s due to excessive profit taking

Physical Efficiency 

A resolution pledging the conven- 
tion to a vigorous prosecution of 
measures best calculated to conserve 
the Hife and improve the physical 
standing of Canadian citigenship was 
introduced. It etated that the great 
war and the influenza epidemic had 
taken an appalling toll of Canadian 
life, and that human Ife and physical 
efficiency were the nation's greatest 
assets, 

Speaking In support of the resolu- 
tion, Miss 8. Armatrong, of London, 
Ont., stated that {t was frequently 
stated by orators that the boy and the 
girl were the nation's greatest assete. 
However, these orators appeared to 
forget this fact when it came to prac- 
tical proceedings and instead of pro- 
tecting the youth, all their time was 
given to the conservation of the life 
of ples and sheep and cattle. 

The great question of the day, Miss 
Armstrong went on, was not the tar 
iff. The tariff was great only ineofar 
as it affected the life and welfare of 
citizens. The great question in the 
opinion of women was that the Idb 
eral party should place in its platform 
a plank pledging itself to support 
vigorous and aggressive public health 
measures, to conserve life and reise 
the standard of physical efficiency of 
the citizens. 

The resolution was 
Miss Petrie, and carried 
Tariff Resolution 
At 6:30 this afternoon the tariff 
resolution was then moved by Hon. 
George Langley (Saskatchewan) and 
seconded by R. J. Veniot (New Bruns- 

} wick). 

In moving the resolution, Mr. Lang- 
ley said that the tariff was a ques- 
tion which did not affect the West 
alone but the whole of Canada. He 
was of the view, however, that West- 
ern farmers had borne the burden of 
the tariff but had rece!ved none of its 
benefits. The legislature of Saskat- 
chewan had, year after year, passed 
low tariff resolutions. At first the 
Conservative opposition had raised 
objections on the ground that’ the 
tariff was purely a federal matter. 
Last year, however, for the first time 
the Conservative opposition in Sas- 
katchewan gave up its contention and 
joined tn passing a low tariff resolu- 
tion, 

There waa no doubt that the tariff 
Inereased the coast of living. He did 
}not think the tariff was the principal | 
cause of the high cost of living, but 
| {t was one of the causes, They should 
jbear {tn mind that transport added | 
|mwreatly to the cost of things sold in

be as a thousand years.’ 
children, in six days, that is ,in six 
thousand years, shall all things be 
consumated. And He rested on the 
seventh day, This signifies that when 
His Son shall come, and shall abolish 
the season of the wicked one (Anti- 
Christ), and shall change the sun and 
the moon and the stars, then He shall 
rest gloriously in that seventh day.” 
The second extract is from “St. Paul 
Britain,” by the Rev. R. W. Mor- 
gan, published in 1860., “Druldism 
was founded by Gwyddon Ganhibon, 
supposed to be the Seth of the Mosaic 
genealogy, in Asia, in the year when 
the equinox occurred in the first point 
of Taurus, or the constellation of the

tem was founded, the equinox on the 
first of May occurred in the first point 
of Tuarus, (or the Bull) which first 
point is now (May Ist, 1860), eighty 
degrees from this equinoctial point.

IN THE GARDEN OF ONTARIO 
St. Thomas Times. 

The crop outlook tn Elgin county 
is not a brilliant one. In fact, tho 
absence of rain has made the pros- 
pects for even a normal year remote. 
While, fortunately, a great deal of the 
wheat and other fall grains escaped 
the worst part of the drought, they 
wers nevertheless affected, wheat es- 
pecially. The average yield of wheat 
so far has been about 18 or 20 bush- 
els to the acre. This, it is stated, will 
be greatiy decreased when the poorer 
Wheat flelds are threshed. The bulk 
of the grain threshed Is shrunken and 
the yleld small to the enormous 
amount of straw, 

The oat crop was never more hope- 
less, It is really serious. Field after 
‘field of oats are utter failures and 
in many cases farmers are turning 
jtoelr cattle In. There are few even 
average oat fields in thfs country this 
year and there are hundreds of acres 
that will not yleld a quarter orop. 
| The mark of the drought {s also 
lclearly evident on the many corn- 
| fields in the country. What promised 
| to be an extraordinary crop will, [f 
the rainiess spell continues, be less 
than half. The growth of the corn 
has been stunted and many fields are 
6lready out in tassel with plants less 
than three feet in height. 

Pastures resemble fire-swept lands. 
Only In the woods and in the vicinity 
of water is there any sustenance left 
| for the cattle, and dozens of farmers 
are feeding hay and corn tn order to 
keep their stock allve. 

Elgin county will be lucky if {t en- 
| joys half a crop this year.

REFLECTS Ble 
IMPROVEMENT 


Winnipeg Gives Edmonton Dis- 
trict Average 40 Bushels 
Wheat 


RECENT RAINS HELP 


Alberta Conditions Generally 
Better Than Shown In 
Previous Report 


Winnipeg, Aug. 6—The Free Press 
crop report, published Wednesday 
|}morning, indicates that in the sixteen 
| days which have elapsed since the last 
|report conditions in the prairie pro- 
| vinces have changed materially for 
\the better in some sections and for the 
worse in others. Today wheat har- 
vesting is general virtually through- 
out the West, fully two weeks ahead 
jof the average date of harvesting 
|}since 1905, As seeding was not ex- 
ceptionally early it follows, says the 
|report, that the crop has not come 
j}to harvest under normal conditions in 
any of the provinces. In Manitoba 
jonly a very few peints report no rust, 
and the majority complain of rust 
|damage running from 6 to 50 per 
cent.,, though heavy.damage is report- 
ed only from limited areas, It is evi- 
|}dent, however, the report states, that 
|the bumper cron which was so fully 
jindicated at the end of June has been 
|reduced from 5 to 10 bushels an acre, 
‘and in some districts even more, This 
damage is by no means all attributable 
to rust though that disease is respon- 
|sible for greatest toll, but the terribly 
hot days from July 17 to 25 had their 
serious effect. A heavy downpour last 
night, fairly general, is thought ‘to 
{have partly filled the need for light 
| rain for development of the late oats, 
barley and flax crops The oats crop 
| is light, though some districts report 
jan average of from 45 to 60 bushels. 
maey districts are short of harvest

Rains Help Saskatchewan, 

| In Saskatchewan there appears to 
have been very little improvement, if 
any, in wheat, but local rains have 
brightened the outlook for coarse 
grains and feed. A number of points 
report that, with the continuation of 
the present weather, there wi!l even be 
sufficient feed to carry them through 
the winter. Some points jn the south- 
west say the wheat yield will be from 
3 to 8 bushels, but with the balancing 
up of the northeastern ys art of the pro- 
vince there is possibly an average 
yield of ten bushels. Reports indicate 
that oats will not average, at the 
most, more than 20 bushels to the 
acre.

Federal Commission Charges 
Packers, Manufacturers and 
Retailers Jointly 


Washington, Aug. 6—The high price 
of shoes was declared to be due to ex- 


cessive profits taken by every factor 
in the shoe production industry, in a 
report by the federa) trade commis- 
sion to congress, made public today. 
The packers were charged with hav- 
ing begun the pyramiding of shoe 


prices by an unwarranted increase in 
the price of hides, the supply of which 
they were said to control. On top of 
this increase it was charged, the tan- 
|ners Have taken, “exceptional profits,” 
while the shoe manufacturers have 
demanded an “unusual margin,” and 
the retailers have charged pr'ces that 
are “not justified.” 

“The public,’ said the report, “had 
to pay prices for shoes that not only 
could not be justified because retail 
shoe dealers took too much profit, but 
also the dealer had to pass on to ths 
jconsumer the excessive profits receiy-
